2. The description of Sandal Wood Chips as given in Public 
Notice No. 23-ETC(PN)j84 dated 14th September, 1984 should 
be amended to read as “of irregular size and shape and of different 
sizes with weight not exceeding more than 200 grammes each”. 
Accordingly, existing para 4 of Annexure tl ol Import and Export 
Policy April, 1985—March, 1988 (Volume II) shall be sub-t 
stituted by the following :— 

4. “Sandal wood in the form of dust, chips, flakes and 
powder will be allowed freely under OGL-3. How¬ 
ever, the chips shall be of irregular size and shape and 
of different sizes and with a weight not exceeding 200 
grammes each”.
